miles above I came o a Clearing surrounded 
by a pole fence. Against the mountainside 
stood a shack roofed with flattened tin cans, 
and near by labored the professor of this 
primitive and solitary estate carved out of 
a primeval wilderness. After . conversing 
with this hermit I continued on into the up- 
per reaches of Mill Creek, which consists 
chiefly of a dry rocky waste almost devoid 
of vegetation. Water was very scaree, and 
how thankful I was finally to reach a stone 
miner’s cabin near which bubbled a spring 
of rather muddy water. At this spring “I 
ate lunch and filled my canteen, thea I re- 
sumed the journey, climbing up te the di- 


vide that slopes down into Aliso Catiyon fac- 
ipg the desert, and turning up a long wind- 
ing trail that brought me to a high ridge 
densely covered with conifers. My imme- 
diate destination was Mt. Pacifico, but not 
being familiar with the country I deter- 
mined to remain on the most used path, a 
conclusion that finally led me down into 
Alder Creek at the Loomis ranch. This 
ranch consists of a large log cabin and 
patches of ‘tilled ground along the level 
spaces -bordering the creek, although. the 
main reason for its existence 1s a gold mine, 
situated -about ea mile away.

Sugar. 


AN article on the high pri¢e of sugar in 
the Saturday Evening Post of March 6, 
Alonzo Englebert Taylor writes: 

“Practically speaking, any disadvantage 
that sugar might possess compared with 
starch would lie in possible disturbances of 
the digestive tract. Bvidence of widespread 
injury to digestion through consumption of 
large amounts of sugar is very difficult to 
secure; and it is greatly exaggerated by 
faddists, who for gone reason or another 
preach curtailment in the use of sugar. 
During the season of harvest the cane cut- 
ters Constme enormous quantities without 
apparent injury. Sugar is one of the causes 
given for decay of the teeth. But as one 
new cause is discovered each year this has 
ceased to be a tangible objection. 

“Certainly, if high consumption of suzar 
produces decay of teeth and derangement of 
digestion the American public is heading 
for an ate of toothless indigestion.” 

This shows the general prevailing igno- 
rafice on the subject of foods. Sugar cane 
and beet roots are wholesome: refined 
white sugar is tnwholesome, just as wheat 
and wholewheat flour are wholesome, while 
refined white flour is unwholesome. Sugar 


- eane and beet roots are quite different from 


refined white sugar, deprived of its natural 
mineral elements. It is a robber of the 
ystem for when eaten it proceeds to absorb 
elentents of which it has been de 
ved. Also, it causes fermentation and 
the formation of alcohol and gas. It is one 
the creafest disturbers of our physical 
uflfbrium. 

As to the teeth, it is sufficient to say that 
no country in the world begins to furnish so 
much work for dentists. Refined sugar de- 
stroys the enamel of the teeth, not directly, 
but indirectly through the acid emanations 
that continually arise from the stomach. 

In this age of advanced civilization people 
have become so accustomed to artificial 
foods that they really no longer know the 
difference between natural foods and those 


‘that have been emasculated, or otherwise 


tampered with, by man.

Un- 
der the reign of Huang Ti (2637 B. C.) came 
the dawn of civilization and the great age 
of Invention. It was said that Huang Ti 
(Yellow Emperor) was sent by heaven with 
a divine mind to discover the necessary 


* things for human existence. He regulated 
the calendar, weights, measures and the | 


terr'tory of the country. Armors, spears. 
wheel carts and boats were also invented 
either by the Emperor himself or his sub 
jects. His wife, Yan-Fei (the first Empress) 
is known in history as the discoverer of the 
silk worms and fibers and thus garments of 
hides and feathers were changed into 
clothes. And the Chinese writing was 
originated by one of his subjects, Tong-zit. 
A tradition tells us that Tong-git was or- 
dered by Huang ‘Ti to obtain a bamboo from 
the Quot-lun Mountains for the making of a 
flute. On his way, as he travelled along the 
shore of the Huang Ho (Yellow River) he 
saw on the sand innumerable footprints of 
the seagulls. They presented to his mind 
the pictures of many things. Some_ re- 
sembled the shape of mountain peaks, some 
were similar to the construction of a tree, 
some looked like a full-faced sun and some 
like a crescent moon.

therefore, “speech of the temple” makes 
“poetry.” Then there is the word “ming,” 
which means bright. In order to express the 
idea, we put the pictures of two of the 
brightest things side by side. Thus symbols 
for the “sun” and the “moon” make “bright.” 
The third element is the indicators which 
guide toward the sense. They more or less 
resemble the idea of the English alphabet, 
although the Chinese has been known as an 
unalphabetic language. Originally these 
were the important ones: for metal or gold, 
tree or wood, water, fire, earth, beast, vege- 
tation, fowl, fish sicknexs, icicle, woman, 
man and so forth. These are used to. indi- 
cate the direction in which the sense of the 
whole character is to be sought. They are 
shown in [llustrations 3, 4 and 5. 

Hence, whenever, “metal” appears in a 
character it means that something is made 
of metal or belongs to that element, such as 
tron, lead, silver, coin, lock. Gold being the 
finest of all metal, it takes the form of the 
indicator. 

And in like manner, wherever “tree” oc- 
curs it hints at something that is of the 
element of wood, as a peach tree, a willow, 
a chair, and so forth.

Vancement of nut culture through- 

out the United States has been 

launched through the National Nut 
Growers’ Association, which is endeavoring 
to bring about an improved condition of the 
industry in every State in the Union by 
means of a campaign, the object of which 
is to impress upon Congress the necessity 
of increasing the appropriation for the in- 
vestigation of the various kinds of nuts 
produced in the United States. 

Nuts are a most important food for those 
who discard meat from the dietary. Vege- 
tarlans may manage, but fruitarians cannot 
get along w t nuts. They are a highly 
concentra food, rich in oil, and should, 
therefore, be taken with great moderation, 
especially in hot weather. In fact, they 
are essentially a cold-weather food, being 
stored up by the nut-eating animals for use 
in the winter months, Where, as is 80 
often the case among civilized people, the 
teeth are defective, the nuts should be 


ground in a hand mill, or made into a 


¢eream or butter. Ground nuts with fruit, 
or salad plants, as lettuce and watercress, 
or “cole slaw,” make a complete and thor- 
ougly nourishing dietary, when properly 
masticated. They may also be combined in 
moderatfon with grain. On an average, 
one ounce of nuts is equal in nourishment 
to two and a half ounces of beefsteak. 

Many people say they cannot digest nuts. 
On investigation it will usually be discov- 
ered that discomfort from them is largely 
due to insufficient mastication, and to the 
fact that nuts are often eaten when not 
needed, as after a hearty meal, or late at 
night. In a bulletin issued by the experi- 
ment station of the University of California 
Prof. M. EB. Jaffa, who is not a vegetarian, 
sald: 


“The distress sometimes experieiced 


_ when nuts are eaten is undoubtedly often 


due to improper mastication, or to over- 
indulgence. The investigations made at 
the California station indicate that con- 
siderable quantities of nuts, properly eaten, 
do not cause distress.”

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Abont the omly nuts that been so 
far raised in this country on a large scale 
are the English walnut and the almon 
former mainly in Southern California, the 
latter in Central California, also the pecan 
in the Southern States, The culture ox the 
pecan has of late become an important and 
exceedingly profitable industry in the 
South. 

The brown skin of the walnut containing 
tannin is irritating to the lining of the 
stomach, Soak the meats in hot water for 
a few hours. Then the skins may partly be 
removed.

nut, but it is very expensive. 


The almond is a delicate nut, cultivated 
on a commercial scale in Central California 
during the past thirty years, although not 
so largely as the English walnut. The 
brown hull is tough and the nut should al- 
ways be blanched. Almond meal may be 
purchased, also almond ‘butter. This, by 
diluting, may be made into a cream, to take 
the place of cow’s milk. It ts, however. ex- 
pensive. 

A nut almost unknown in the United 
States is the filbert, one of the most de- 
liclous of all nuts. It is cultivated on a 
large scale for the market in.the county of 
Kent, England. A larger variety is known 
as the “cob nut.” The filbert is as superior 
to the hazel nut—of which family it is a 
member—as the hazel nut is superior to 
the peanut. Attempts to raise the filbert 
on a commercial scale in the United States 
have not so far met with success. 

Pinones, or pine nuts, have a slight tur- 
pentine flavor. that .reminds. one of the 
mountain forests. A large variety, known 
as the “pignolia,” imported from Italy, is 
particularly rich in protein. .The cashew 
is a small irregular shaped nut, about the 
size of a filbert and with soméwhat the 
same flavor. It comes from the West 
Indies. 

The cocoanut forme the main ‘tood of 
hundreds of thousands of people in tropi- 
cal countries. A German named Engel- 
hardt, who lives—or did before the war— 
on a South Pacific island, preaches the eat 
ing of nothing but cocoanuts, as a sort of 
religion. This is bad doctrine. The cocoa- 
nut is very low in protein. Also, it contains

From the above it will be noted that the 
pecan is low in protein, as compared with 
other nuts. On the other hand it is higher 
in fat than any of those mentioned. 

Before long, as the population of the earth 
increases, we shall be forced to study the 
food value of nuts from an economic point 
of view. An acre of walnuts will furnish 
15,000 pounds of food, whereas an acre of 
wheat will furnish ofly about 900 pounds.

As illustrative of their strength the story 
was told me of a Los Angeles Herzego- 
vinian who carried six sacks of cement on 
his back for a whole city block, on a wager 
One of their most popular pastimes is to 
take up immense boulders and see who can 
hurl them the greatest distance. 

As a rule you will find that these seven- 
footers are Herzegovinians; although the 
workmen in their‘ignorance may call them 
“Austrians.” It is true that there was once 
this right to the name: that Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina, were annexed by “Austria in 
1908. It was, however, against the will of 
the Serbian-speaking inhabitants, who pre- 
ferred even the Turk to the Austrian Chris- 
tian. There is a story they tell among 


themselves of a poor peasant meeting a 


stranger. 

“How differently you must feel everything 
to be,” says the stranger patronizingly, 
“since you are under Austria. Before when 
you met a Turkish officer, you had to jump 
off of your donkey and lead him to one side 
of the road until the Turk had passed.” .. 

“Yes,” answered the Hersegovinian, “that

HINGS seemed to get back to their

Among: the younger set, several of the men 
will often club together, renting a house 
and taking turns in the preparation ‘of the 
meals, etc. Thus seven young men: broth- 
ers, cousins and friends-—-ali employed in 
the Southern Pacific shops, have lived to- 
gether for seven years. “And we have never 
had a single quarrel,” they proudly tell you. 

In a similar group, one of the young mén 
married a Dalmatian girl. Instead of*find 
ing another home for himself and wife he 
brought her to the house he had long-shared 
with three brothers. Bach of these at once 
constituted himself as an additional pro 
tector, and, somewhat to her dismay, loaded

the powers to insist on our slavery? My 
father never got over this. As a child I re- 
member how on winter evenings he would 
sit muttering to the fire “What right?

But most of the revolu- 
tionaries there met their death either in the 
deéd or right after it. The Turks did not 
care who were or were not responsible. for 
this. All the educated people in particular 
were arrested. That was our great trouble 
always, that our leaders, our teachers were 
never allowed to do anything for our people, 
were always suspected and persecuted. 

“It was pitiable to see the state of our 
country. Our péasants are naturally indus- 
trions, but the heavy taxes demanded of 
them, the acts of violence, destroyed indus- 
try. Most of the large land owners were 
Mussulmans and they fixed profits and wages 
as they pleased. It would be a long story to 
tell how they got most of the profits while 
our people did the work. There Was one 
way to save yourself: turn traitor to your 
religion. A few like those we call the 
Pomaks did this. Prosperity turned their 
brains and they became more fanatical than 
the Turks themselves. t most of our 
pedple have held on to ™ such as 
it is. 

“When the Balkan Li; came t enlisted 
with the Serbians who had persuaded me 
that I was a Serb. Some of the people of 
my very village, especially those who had 
not heem away, had been persuaded that 
they were Bulgarians. 

“After these wars, I was tieele of the 
céaseless fighting, my health was not what 
it had been, and I came to the United 
States to be amon a free people. 

“It is different here from ghat I thought 
it would be. I don't know what I expected. 
l had;some sort of wild notion of everyone 
treating you like a brother. Foolishness, of 
course,

school, I can’t read or write, but I've

COUNCIL GETS LETTER | 
ON POULTRY RAISING. 


Declaring that the very persons who dte | 
now clamoring for an ordinance looking to 
the prohibition of poultry and rabbit rais- 
ing within the city limits would be the frst 
to engage in a boycott of high-priced eggs, 
M. A. Schofield, president of the Poultry- 
men's Co-operative Milling Association, has 
addressed a .etter to the City Council, set- 
ting forth the views of poultry raisers. Mr. 
Schofield, who is also proorietor of the 
Gardeta Hatchery at Gardena, has in 
addition, something to say about the situa- 
tion .> the rural districts which have been 
Ircmuced in the limiis of the clty of Los 
Angeles. Mr. Schofield’s letter to the coun- 
ci jollows: 


“I respectfully wish to cell your attention 
to the economic side of this question. It 
naturally divides itself into two phases: 
first, as applied to the strictly residential 
section, and second, to those rural districts 
which have been annexed to the city, Last 
year on this date there were approximately 
11,000 cases of eggs in storage in Los An- 
geles. On the present date there are 4500. 
This will explain why eggs are higher than 
they ever were before at this time of year. 

“A hen, with reasonably good care, will 
lay $4 worth of eggs in a year. Whether 
the owner makes a profit or not is prob-/ 
lematic, but she will produce this amount]; 
of value. If there Were only 100 hens kept | 
on a city lot, this 100 hens, under normal } 
co would produce $400 worth of 
eggs. It would be impossible, by gardening 
or otherwise for the average person to pro- 
duce this amount of food stuff by other 
means. 


| “In common with all intelligent public 

service you realize that the only way to 
lower the price of food commodities is by 
greater production. When two eggs are 
seeking one buyer prices will be lower and 
when two buyers are seeking one egg prices 
are bound to advance. I fully realize that 
there are other sides to this question, but 
I trust you will at least give consideration 
‘to the economic side.

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HE profitabdleness of dairying depends 

to a degree upon the careful 

rearing the heifer calves from the 
best cows in the herd and providing a pure- 
bred bull of quality as a sire. Improvement 
of the herd can best be made by replacing 
the discards with well-bred, home-reared 
heifers of greater productive capacity. 
Starting with common cows one may, by 
this means, in a few years build up a high- 
producing herd. On the other hand the 
dairyman who replenishes his herd by 
purchase must pay ‘high prices for animals 
which, though of aphearance, may 
not be well bred. Another important frea- 
son for rearing the helfers is that it is 
easier to keep the herd free from such 
diseases as tuberculosis and contagious 
abortions when the heifers are home-raised 
than when they are continually being 
brought in from outside sources. But the 
‘value of the calf at birth depends prima- 
rily on its Di@eding, and the feed and care 
it receives while ‘young are fully as impor- 
tant factors tn deciding its future useful- 
ness in the herd. 

The fat of milk is so valuable that but 
few dairy calves are now reared on whole 
milk when skim milk is available. Those 
prejudiced against raising calves on skim 
milk because of onthrifty, undersized, 
skim-milk-fed specimens fed on sKim milk, 
should know that such results are not due 
to the removal of the fat from the milk they 
were fed, but to the ignorance or careless. 
ness of the feeder. Careful dairymen have 


demonstrated that skim milk calves, prop 
erly fed, develop into as good cows as those 
fed whole milk untfl weaning time.

dairy calf and if any one of these stages 
is neglected, either through carelessness or 
ignorance, the chances are not fifty-fifty 
that the heifer will develop into a first- 
class cow but that through this improper 
care and feeding the cow, when the final 
test of the scales and Babcock test is ap- 
plied, will eventually be put into the slacker 
class and finally find her way to the stock 
yards or be sold into some other herd to 
again be a disappointment to her owner. 
The first age is the “delicate age” or 
first four weeks of its life. If we dairymen 
only remember that a calf is a baby, 
and born with weak and delicate digestive 
organs, and that it is only through the 
strictest care and attention that they may 
be brought through and their digestive or- 
gans gradually strengthened and developed 
we would make more progress, Improper 
feeding and care make scrubs of well-bred 
ca'ves. Begin feeding the calf before it is 
born by giving the cow a well-balanced ra- 
tion. This will keep her in perfect condi- 
tion to produce a profitable flow of milk, 
which will also develop a strong, rugged 
calf after birth. Over-feeding the calf also 
causes trouble. Either weigh or measure 
the amount of feed. The calf should ‘be left 
with its dam for a couple of days, then fed 
three or four pounds three times a day, of 
the dam’s milk. This amount may be 
diminished or increased, according to indi- 
viduality or breed of cattle. Offer grain 
and hay when the calf is two weeks old. 
The next age is the “skim-milk age,” 
from one to six months of age. Whole milk 
is quite a necessity in starting a calf be- 
canse of the fact that there is no substitute 
for the butterfat in milk that is digestible. 
After the calf is nicely started and is from 
four to six weeks of age it may be changed

DEHYDRATOR AT CUCAMONGA? 

CUCAMONGA.—According to C. B. Mark, 
who visited this district recently, the de- 
hydrating process will save millions to Cali- 
fornia grape grewers, especially to those of 
this district whosé grapes up till this time 
have been used for wine-making purposes. 
Mr. Mark, who’ is treasurer of a Chicago 
corporation which controls several patents 
connected with a dehydrating process, 
}| stated that wine grapes, when properly de- 
hydrated, will bring the growers from $300 
to $400 per ton as compared to the present 
prices of less than $75. Sunshine drying, 
he says, never was as effective a as 
scientific dehydration, which retains the 
entire flavor. Mr. Mark says that the fruit 
will not turn dark and that no chemical 
agents are used. Mr. Mark was here with 
a view to the establishment of a dehydrat- 
ing plant here.

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QUARANTINE FOUR 
STATES FOR CORN PEST. 

A new .w. quarantine to prevent interstate 
shipment of carriers of the corn borer has 
been promulgated by the Secretary of 
Agrichiture, effective March 29, against the 
States of Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York and Pennsylvania, but it applies 
only to such portions of those States as are 


. now or may later vecome actually infested. 


No restrictions are placed on shipments 
from points In the quarantified States out- 
side of the infested areas, though authority 
is reserved to extend at any time the areas 
Officially designated as infested. 

The articles specifically covered in the 
quarantine are cern and broom cera includ-. 
ing all parts of the stalk, celery, greén 
beans in the pod, beets with tops, spinach, 
rhubarb. oat and rye straw as such or when 
used as packing, cut flowefs or entire plants 
of chrysanthemum, aster, cosmos, zinnia 
and. hollyhock. and cut flowers or entire 
plants of gladiolus and dahlia except the 
bulbs without stems.
